Last week, a recall effort begun this 
summer involving two Eveline Town- 


Ship officials hit a snag as county 


clerk Jane Brannon declared the re- 
cently-submitted petitions invalid, 
due to a‘stipulation that filed signa- 
tures cannot be more than 90 days old 
for the petition to be valid. 

The petitions, filed against Eveline 
Township supervisor Dan 
Skrzeczkoski and clerk Don Hayden 
in an effort led by local resident 
Nancy Ferguson, were originally ac- 
cepted by Brannon’s office, though 
they. were later declared invalid when 
the error was discovered. 

The wording of the petitions, ap- 
proved by the county in August, 
sought to recall Skrzeckoski based on 
claims that-he “does not faithfully 
represent the. citizens. of Eveline 


Township,” citing the following inci-. 


dents: Skrzeckoski refused to honor 


"the written requests of 250 township ~ 


residents.regarding the unlawfulness 
of a wind-turbine generator ordinance 


-adopted by~ thé township; ‘that 


Skrzeckoski had deemed that unbind- 
ing advisory resolutions passed at 
township. meetings by residents 


“didn’t matter;” and that Skrzeckoski 
had proposed certain property in the 
township be re-zoned to Mobile 


invalid 


Home Park Residential District R-4 
without first consulting the township 
board, planning commission or a 
planning consultant. 

Wording on the petition to recall 
Hayden claims that he has, “by ac- 
tions and words” shown “deliberate 
disregard” for the ordinances and citi- 
zens of Eveline Township; that he in- 
tentionally omitted information re- 
quired by law from a zoning amend- 
ment notice; demanded, while acting: 
in the capacity of a public official, that 
a township resident “sit down and 
shut up”; and that he sarcastically said 
to a township resident that he will “see 
{her] in court.” 

The petition further states that 
Hayden should be recalled from of- 
fice to be replaced by an Eveline 


‘Township citizen who will “respect 


the authority of-the office and rights 
of citizens.” - 

Once the wording had been ap- 
proved, petitioners were required to 
collect 137. signatures on each peti- 
tion to haye the recall placed on the. 
ballot. As submitted, the effort had 
garnered 165 signatures supporting a 
recall of Skrzeckoski and 167 to Te-

ing to Corey Chaskelson, a meteo- 
rologist intern at the National Weather 
Service in Gaylord, the early culprit 
was good old-fashioned lake effect 
snow, capped off by an Alberta clip- 
per, or arctic cold front, which moved 
through northwest Michigan on Sun- 
day. All told, the weekend total ac- 
cumulation locally was somewhere in 
the neighborhood of eight inches, 
though amounts varied in snowbelts 
and depending on proximity to wa- 
ter, 

While the snowfall feels early, it’s 
not, in fact, unheard of for the area 
this time of year, and temperatures are 
only slightly below the normal highs 
for the month. 
December] are the lower to mid-30s, 
depending on where you are in the 
area, [with those near Lake Michigan 
a little warmer,” Chaskelson said. 


“Normal lows follow the same pat- 
tern,” he added, with those closer to 
the lake experiencing average lows in 
the mid-20s, dropping to the teens as 
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“Normal highs [for 


the month progresses. 

Forecasts for the coming days in- 
dicate that the snow and cold is here 
to stay for awhile, with temperatures 
remaining in the 20s into the week- 
end, and a chance of snow showers 
each day. 

East Jordan DPW head Breakey 
hopes that as long as the snowfall 
continues, drivers will be vigilant 
both for the safety of city crews and 
other motorists.. Plow truck drivers, 
Breakey said, often encounter ve- 
hicles that “don’t have their head- 
lights on,” neglect to brush the snow 
from their headlights, or clear off only 
enough of their windshield to create 
a “peephole.” 

Uncleared headlights, Breakey 
said, appear to plow drivers as “a 
couple of little dim candles,” and of- 
ten aren’t seen until the last minute. 
“Every year, it’s the same,” Breakey 
said. “For 26 years I’ve been doing 
this here. Just about the time ‘it gets 
to spring, everyone figures it out, and 
then come winter we start all over 
again.” 


Snow a factor in fatal accident 


Two Boyne Falls residents were involved in a weather-related auto ac- 
cident over the weekend, in which one Antrim County resident was killed. 

According to the Antrim County Sheriff's Department. Alvin Giddings, 
54, of Boyne Falls, was driving with his wife and their six-year-old grand- 
son on U.S. 131 near M- 32 in Warner Township, when a vehicle driven 
by Bethany Burgdorf of Gaylord spun out of control and crossed the cen- 
ter line, striking Giddings pick-up truck. 

The Giddings and Burgdorf’s daughter, a passenger, were treated and 
released from Northern Michigan Hospital. 

Burgdorf’s 10-month-old grandson, who was also a passenger, was 
killed, and Burgdorf was listed in serious condition at Northern Michigan 
Hospital.. The accident remains under investigation.

Turning to the south is the 
Jefferson Memorial and the Tidal Basin; to the west is the 
Lincoln Memorial and the Reflecting Pool; to the north is the 
White House and the Ellipse. 

It is all so grand. 

But just as the circle becomes complete, off at the corner of 
the Federal Triangle a huge mass of humanity appears. It 
streams into the park next to the mohument. Within minutes it is 
nearly full. 

What is it? A huge rally? A political event? A ceremony? Will 
we be a part of something? 

None of the above. 

This was a real taste of Washington. This is life in the nation’s 
capital, post 9/11. 

With all the monuments, museums, federal buildings, and 
history, this has become almost a routine event. 

A threat apparently was called into one of the buildings in the 
Federal Triangle and all the employees were evacuated — at least 
that was the explanation given by a small group of employees 
standing at the far end of the park, who like a group of students 
at a school fire drill, seemed to want to be the last ones to 
return. 

There was no mention of it on the evening news, nor was 
there anything printed in the Washington Post the following day. 
To a seasoned Washington resident, it has become common- 
place. “It happens all the time,” she said. 

Everywhere you go in Washington, security Is tight. Police 
seem 10 be everywhere. Any building you enter you walk 
through a scanner. Purses and backpacks are thoroughly 
checked. Water bottles are not allowed in certain places. 

But life goes on. It feels almost normal. You hope someday 
we will feel safe, like we used to. 

Then the next day you are sickened again. Terrorists bombed 
a hotel in Kenya and missiles were fired at an Israeli jetliner. 

More innocent victims. More hatred. The need for even more 
security. 

But the greatness of what America is and has the potential to 
be is still evident all around our great capital.
